EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Better School Facilities Required 


R 


ENO'S need of better school;facilities is so 


apparent that the people will unanimously 


support the request of .the board 
of 
school 


trustees for an authorization to issue bonds for 
$100,000. 


The legislature at the la,st session gave the 


required authorization. Tjh'e-. people voted the 
bonds.. Everything was ready, and then a tech- 
nicality made the issue worthless. In two years 
since then, Reno had doubled in population and 
its material growth has been greater than that 
of any other city in -the United States. The mon • 
ey that would have been adequate two years ago 
would be far from sufficient now and $100,000 
is little enough to ask for. 


Here children are sitting on boxes while parts 


of classes are compelled to find quarters in the 
hallways outside of. the schoolrooms. There are 
classes of sixty and seventy children taught by 
only one teacher—a condition that, no matter 


;;howJgood the instructor may be, renders it im- 
possible to give every child the educational at- 
tenti&ii that ought to be given. Children have to 
walk three-quarters of a mile and m6re to attend 
school and, in short, conditions are «uch as to 
place :Reno in an inferior position from the point 
of view of public education. 


We need a schoolhouse in the'west end of 


town:and one in the east and the central school- 
house must be remodeled—of these necessary 
additions to the school system there is no ques- 
tion and we have found no opposition to them; 
Other towns, with half the population and one- 
third the taxable property, have far better edu- 


. cational facilities and Reno cannot afford to al- 


low such a condition of affairs to continue. 


Let us have the bond issue, of course. 
The 


legislature can perform no more popular act 
than to authorize it, as the people will show when 
the time coities to vote upon the proposition.

ALIFORNIA congressmen say they have

Roosevelt did not mean what he said when he de- 
clared that he would use -the military forces of 
the United States to force Japanese adults into 
the public schools. The statement is made upon 
the authority of one Julius Kahn, now congress- 
nlan but once an actor and who still likes to get

Dismiss Kahn from consideration. The pres- 


ident! said in unmistakable English, that he .would 
employ "all the forces, military and civil, of the 
United States," to force the Japanese into the 
public schools of San Francisco.

into notoriety after strenuous days at Harvard. 
He rides horses in the west and hobbies in the 
east and ultimately is pitchforked into the pres- 
idency. This youngster—for be is still young— 
presumes to tqll the west that1 it is "low in moral- 
ity and low in civilization," because it docs not 
choose to admit as felfow pupils of its children a 
lot of immoral Japanese. "And if you don't do 
it,'' says lie, "I'll make you."

Theodore Roosevelt what Artemus Ward said of 
the kangaroo.? "He's a most amoosin' cuss." 


THE United States supreme court has decid-
